WASHIMSiGM AP — ihe Senate moved toward auick confirmation 
of the Supreme Court nominee William II. Rehno uls.t Friday after the 
opposition collapsed. 

Ben. Birch Bayto, D-Ind., who spearheaded the fight against 
Henna uist ^3 nomination, gave up after an overwhelming' 70-22 
vote rejecting his motion to delay a showdown- on confirmation 
until Jan. 18 . 

Bayto* in agreeing to Majority Leader Mike Mansfield’s 
proposal for a confirmation vote, said it sms" apparent 
that within a few days the oenate would inyoke cloture 
arid thus put an end to the debate. 

a swift sequence of events unfolded after a move by Republican 
reader Hugh ocott to nut the cloture rule into effect 
fell ii votes short of the renuired two-thirds majority. 

-he vote was 52 for cloture and 42 against, but it was not a vote 
tnat provided a clear test of sentiment for or against 
Uae nomination of Ilehnquist, an assistant attorney general 
a- rmer Phoenix, Ariz., lawyer. 

Bayh immediately followed it with a ‘motion - to postpone a vote 
on confirmation until Jan. 18 and said if this were defeated 
Dy a sizable majority, he would be ready to agree to an early 
vote- on itehnq uist - s nomination. 

cnee Bayh’s mo cion was decisively defeated, rield obtained 7 

unanimous consent for the vote on confirmation. 

Bayto, who denied all along that he was filibustering, had urged 
the oenate to give more time to the consideration of lehnauist's 
nomination.
